ISRAEL UNDECIDED 


.Opposition to Talks With

JERUSALEM 
Ahhough Mr. Moshe Sharett, the 


Foreign Minister, has announced that the 
Israchi Governmem has not yet decided 


whether to conduct direct negotiations 


with the West German authorities on the 
guestion of Jewish reparauons, it is 
learned here that tentative plans have 
already been made by the Government, 
and that Mr. David Horowitz, the Direc- 
tor4general of the Ministry of Finance, 
will lead the Israeli delegation when a 
conference is arranged. 

The delay in making public (hese plans, 
it is believed here, is due to the oppos:- 
tion among certain sections of the public 
to direct negotiations wih the Germans. 
The extreme Left- and Right-wing parties, 
Mapam and Cherui, are strongly opposed 
to talks with the Bonn authorities. 


Mr. Sharett’s Statement 


Mr. Shareit said at a press conference 
here last Friday that che Bonn Govern- 
ment's admissiog of German responsi- 
bility for the destruction of European 
Jewry and its expression of readiness to 
pay reparations represented progress, bul 
Isracl wanted to sce this principle 
“ translated into an arithmetical figure.”

British and Israeli Delegations 


A strong contingent of 53 delegates was 
to have come from Isracl. but following 
the refusal of the Israch Treasury to 
grant foreign currency for the trip, only 
iS are now expected and their expenses 
here will be paid by the Congress.

ISRAEL WILL NOT CUT IMMIGRATION

JERUSALEM 
in spite of its economic difficulues 
there is one thing —immigration—that the 
State of Israc! will never ration, Mrs. 
Golda Meyerson, the Minister of Labour, 
said here last week-end. 

If there was no war, and provided tha; 
Israel received assistance from abroad, 
Israclis would, within three years, have 
an easier life, she added. Production 
would almost equal consumption and 
most of the impors would be paid for 
by exports. But a longer period would 
be needed to reach complete economic 
independence. 

There is some justification for Mrs. 
Meyerson's optimism. Land under culi- 
vation increased from 1,200,000 dunams 
in 1948-49 to 2,200,000 dunams in 1949- 
50. More vegetables are being produced. 
Electricity supplies have been increased. 
The monthly production of cement has 
jum from an average of 8,000 tons 
in 1948 to 28,500 tons, Over 120,000 
houses have been built in the past three 
years. And there have been similar 


favourable resulis in other fields. 
justify the 


These developments may 


Governmem’s long-ierm policy ol 
utilising foreign currency obtained from 
loans, grants, gts, etc., for machinery 
and new enterprises, while relying largely 
on local production for immediate needs. 
The present food crisis has arisen because 
local production has not come up to 
expectations and because there has been 
insufficient foreign currency for the pur- 
chase of food. 

In 1949, 1£22,000,000, in foreign cur- 
rency, was spent on buying food abroad. 
kk is estimated that at least 1£30,000,000 
will be required this year. 

In a radio broadcast last week Dr. 
Dov Joseph, the Minister of Trade and 
Industry——he is in charge of rationing-— 
announced a change of policy. create 
in foreign exchange allocations, he said, 
would be given for the purchase of 
limited amounts of eésential foodstuffs, 
This would enable the authorities to dis- 
tribute rations regularly and punctually, 
maintain morale, and, as-a result, he 
to increase production. 

But it is unlikely that there will be 
much forcign currency available. The 
income from the various appeals over- 
seas has not increased, and the bond 


drive in the United States, which was 
io have put Israel on us feet, will have 
yielded only $75.000,000—-only half of 
that m cash—by the end of the year, 
according to Mr, Moshe Sharett. 

Schemes to obtain foreign currenc 
have plaved havoc with the Israel 
pound. And they have not provided 
Israel wah the much needed foreign cur- 
rency The Ata Textile factories, the 
largest of their kind in the country— 
they provide utility clothing at reasonable 
prices-~have had to cut down production 
because of the lack of raw materials. 
Other factories are having similar diffi- 
cules. 

In pursuance of his policy to. seck 
the co-operation of the public, especially 
the women, to fight the black market, 
Dr. Joseph on Tuesday met leaders of 
women's organisations to hear their 
views on the rationing system and the 
distribution of food k is understood 
that the Minister is to ask the women’s 
organisations to help the authorities by 
persuading housewives not to buy from 
the black market. Further meclings 
between the Minister and the women’s 
leaders are to be held.

SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


THE FLOOD 


NOTEWORTHY feature of 

the history to be read in the 

Bible is its significance for 
every age. It relates to a very remote 
period and tells of events which hap- 
pened many thousands of years ago, 
some of them even in the infancy of 
the human race. For all that, we 
may sometimes obtain a truer under- 
standing of what is taking place in 
our own day by studying it in the light 
of the lessons of the past. 

A good illustration of this truth is 
to be found in the narrative of the 
Flood, which occupies the greater part 
Ol the Sidra. At first sight it appears 
to be a story that has only antiquarian 
interest. On examination, however, 
it can be seen that the lesson to be 
derived from that far-off event 
touches the root of the problem of 
our time. A close parallel may be 
discovered between the circumstances 
of Noah's age and our own: and 
when we understand the parallel we 
take an important step forward in our 
search for a solution, 

In one short sentence the Bible 
describes the conditions which then 
prevailed: “The earth was corrupt 
before God, and the earth was filled 
with violence ™ (Gen. vi, 12). The 
words indicate cause and effect. “ The 
earth was corrupt before God "—that 
means, its inhabitants behaved in a 
manner which was an affront to God 
whose characteristic is holiness. 


Al the end of the fourth chapter 

occurs a statement which appears 
in the English version as “then men 
began to call upon the name of the 
Lord”; but the rabbis gave the 
phrase the opposite and condemna- 
tory interpretation. 
verb fAwchal. with chol, “ profane,” 
they explain that the people then 
called things which were unholy by 
the Divine Name. That is to say, 
they perverted the words of God by 
holding to be reght what was for- 
bidden by Him. They devised for 
themselves a wav of life which they 
knew to be contrary to His will. The 
consequence was that “the earth was 
filled with violence.” 

The noun chamas is more forcefully 
translated as “ lawlessness.”” When men 
reject an absolute concept of right, 
lawlessness ensues. They then give 
sanction to what serves their persona! 
interests ; and since personal interests 
often clash, strife ensues. If within 
a State there is no law controlling the 
actions of the nation as a whole, and 
each citizen exercises the privilege of 
doing as he pleases without restraint, 
anarchy is the inevitable result. The 
weak are at the mercy of the strong, 
and life becomes precarious. 

That is what happened in the period 
of Noah, and. although Scripture 
states that God destroyed the world 
then, it would be equally true to assert 
that the world then destroyed itself. 
The stability ‘of society rests upon 
moral foundations, and if those 
are undermined, society must collapse. 


S it was then, so it is now. Man- 
kind has again revolted against 
God and abandoned His ways; there- 
fore the earth to-day may be 
described as corrupt before God and 
full of lawlessness. Might is still right 
in the world’in spite of two wars to 
overthrow that pernicious doctrine. 
The moral foundations of society have 
been weakened, and for that reason 
the human race is faced with the threat 
of a destructive flood. The tragic history 
of the human race certainly supports 
the rabbinical contention that “ the 
sword comes into the world for the 
delay of justice, and for the perversion 
of justice, and on account of the 
offence of those who. interpret the 
Torah not according to its true sense.” 
The alternative before the world is 
the rule of law which leads to an 
orderly and secure society, or the way 
of the jungle with its pitiless struggle 
for survival by continuous. preying 
one upon the other. Not by political 
maneeuvres nor by military rearma- 
ment can peace be securely established 
upon earth, and-mankind avert suicidal 
conflict. There are “ laws of nature 
operative in the social world as well 
as in the physical universe which 
cannot be defied with impunity, One 
of these laws is that chamas, “ lawless- 
ness,” breeds destruction whereas its 
opposite tsedaka, “ righteousness,” is 
the seed from which springs the true 
welfare of man,

SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


THE FLOOD 


NOTEWORTHY feature of 

the history to be read in the 

Bible is its significance for 
every age. It relates to a very remote 
period and tells of events which hap- 
pened many thousands of years ago, 
some of them even in the infancy of 
the human race. For all that, we 
may sometimes obtain a truer under- 
standing of what is taking place in 
our own day by studying it in the light 
of the lessons of the past. 

A good illustration of this truth is 
to be found in the narrative of the 
Flood, which occupies the greater part 
of the Sidra. At first sight it appears 
to be a story that has only antiquarian 
interest. On examination, however, 
it can be seen that the lesson to be 
derived from that far-off event 
touches the root of the problem of 
our time. A close parallel may be 
discovered between the circumstances 
of Noah’s age and our own: and 
when we understand the parallel we 
take an important step forward in our 
search for a solution. 

In one short sentencé the Bible 
describes the conditions which then 
prevailed: “The earth was corrupt 
before God, and the earth was filled 
with violence” (Gen. vi, 12). The 
words indicate cause and effect. “ The 
earth was corrupt before God.”’——that 
means, its inhabitants behaved in a 
manner which was an affront to God 
whose characteristic is holiness. 


T the end of the fourth chapter 
occurs a statement which appears 
in the English version as “then men 
began to call upon the name of the 
Lord”; but the rabbis gave the 
phrase the opposite and condemna- 


tory interpretation. Connecting the 
verb Auchal with chol, “ profane,” 
they explain that the people then 


called things which were unholy by 
the Divine Name. That is to say, 
they perverted the words of God by 
holding to be right what was for- 
bidden by Him. They devised for 
themselves a way of life which they 
knew to be contrary to His will. Ihe 
consequence was that “the earth was 
filled with violence.” 

fhe noun charmas is more forcefully 
translated as “ lawlessness.” When men 
reject an absolute concept of nmght, 
lawlessness ensues. They then give 
sanction to what serves their persona! 
interests . and since personal interests 
often clash, strife ensues. If within 


a State there is no law controlling the . 


actions of the nation as a whole, and 
each citizen exercises the privilege of 
doing as he pleases without. restraint, 
anarchy is the inevitable result. The 
weak are at the mercy of the strong, 
and life becomes precarious, 

That is what happened in the period 
of Noah, and although Scripture 
states that God destroyed the world 
then. it would be equally true to assert 
that the world then destroyed itself. 


The stability of society rests upon 
moral -foundations, and those 
are undermined, society must collapse. 

S it was then, so it is now. Man- 

kind has again revolted . against 
God and abandoned His ways ; there- 
fore the earth to-day may be 


described as corrupt before God and 
full of lawlessness. Might is still right 
in the world in spite of two wars to 
overthrow: that pernicious ‘doctrine. 
Che mora! foundations of society have 
been weakened, and for that reason 
the human race is faced with the threat 
of a destructive flood. The tragic history 
of the human race certainly supports 
the rabbinical contention that “ the 
sword comes into the world for the 
delay of justice, and for the perversion 
of justice, and on account of the 
offence of those who interpret the 
Torah not according to its true sense.” 

The alternative before the world is 
the rule of law which leads to an 
orderly and secure society, or the way 
of the jungle with its pitiless struggle 
for survival by continuous preying 
one upon the other. Not by political 
manceuvres nor by military rearma- 
ment can peace be securely established 
upon earth, and mankind avert suicidal 
conflict. There are “ laws of nature ” 
operative in the social world as well 
as in the physical universe which 
cannot be defied with impunity. One 
of these laws is that chamas, “ lawless- 
ness.” breeds destruction whereas its 


opposite tsedaka, “ righteousness,” is 
the seed from which springs the true 
welfare of man,

ARTISTIC COINCIDENCES 


Works of art, like the artists who 
create them, seem to have their fortuncs 
and predestined course. This is the firm 
belief of Mrs. Hannah Lerner, the Isracli 
mural-painter, who is holding her first 
exhibition m London.

Jewisu CHronicte of Marcheshvan §, 
S612—October 31, 1851: 


The Diet at Frankfort-on-the-Main has 
cancelled the fundamentai right, granted 
by the German Parhament in the year 
1848. [his measure greatly affects the 
condition of the Jews in the various 
countnes of Germany. Several Govern- 
menis deemed M necessary to convey 
to their Jewish subjects the assurance 
that their cmancipation should in no 
wise suffer. In several crown lands of 
Austria the high functionaries gave this 
assurance in unequivocal terms. 

King of Wurtemberg has now issued a 
royal mandate, decreeing that though 
the German fundamental right ceases 
to be the law recognised by the Diet, 
” shall remain in power, as far as it 
bears on the affairs of his Jewish 
subjects, until a law regulating their 
political rights shall have been passed

Much of the 
success of Bachad is due to the support 
given to it by the Bachad Fellowship. 
_ As with all other Zionist organisa- 
tions, there has been some decline in 
leadership of Bachad groups because 
some of the best youths have settled 
in Israel. The seriousness of this 
problem in most of the youth organisa- 
tions has been lessened by the. arrival 
of youth leaders from Israel who have 
had remarkable successes in inspiring 
and guiding the youth. It seems clear 
that an increasing number of youth 
leaders will have to be brought from 
Israel; otherwise there will be a 
danger of youth movements declining 
both in their activities and their 
membership because of lack of a 
virile leadership. 

The effect of the most active mem- 
bers leaving for Israel has been par- 
ticularly felt by the Federation of 
Zionist Youth. The Federation is the 
junior branch of the Zionist Federa- 
tion, and was formed in 1935 as the 
result of the. merger between the 
Association of Youth Zionist Societies, 
whosé members once included Profes- 
sor Brodetsky and Mr. Aubrey Eban, 
and the Universities Zionist Council. 
It is non-political, and it may well be 
due to this_fact that the F.Z.Y.-has 
been unable to hold its ground against 
the competition of the more party- 
conscious groups. It has a member- 
ship of about 1,000 


Progress of Young Poale Zion 


On the other hand, Young Poale 
Zion has emerged quite recently as 
one of the strongest youth Zionist 
organisations. tIhis has been largely 
due to the work of youth leaders from 
Israel, particularly of Mr. Yakov 
Ritzman. There is an active member- 
ship of about 700, and: this seems to 
be increasing. The work of Poale 
Zion is of particular significance 
because it has brought into the ranks 
of Zionist youth working-class boys 
and girls who generally had litie 
knowledge of Judaism and who might 
otherwise have been attracted by other 
ideologies. 

Hashomer Hatzair has had a much 
more difficult task in gaining and 
maintaining its membership. Its 
extreme left philosophy and attitude 
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towards religion is at variance with 
the general temper of community. 
As regards its hachshara work, there 
can be no doubt that it has done 
commendably well. it has established 
centres in London and the provinces, 
and many of its members make fine 
chalutzim in Israel. It seems, however, 
very unlikely that Hashomer Hatzair 
will be able to increase appreciably in 
membership and influence on the 
youth, 

One of the most vigorous and 
enterprising movements among Zionist 
outh is the YPC. the Young 
eople’s Committee of the J.N.F. 
They cater for young people from the 
ages of 20 to 30, and many iniellectual 
youths have been attracted to the 
organisation. They have been success- 
ful in raising considerable sums for 
the J.N.F. Charitable Trust and Youth 
Aliyah. They ate an expanding 
Organisation and have a_ significant 
place in the Zionist youth moveinents. 

An examination of the development 
of Zionist youth organisations leads 
one mevitably to the conclusion that 
without a programme of practical 
training in chalutziut the movement 
eventually declines and the members 
lose inspiration and drift away. This 
view is particularly well borne out by 
the experience of the Torah 
Va'Avodah movement, which has -a 
theological outlook very similar to that 
of Bachad, but has failed to make 
the same progress because it has not 
had a clear-cut and inspiring hach- 
shara programme. 


Maccabi’s Zionist Policy 


The Union of Maccabi Associations 
can now be described as strongly 
pro-Zionist in its official policy, but 
a large number of the members do not 
show the ‘enthusiasm for Zionism 
which Zionist leaders would like to 
see. On the other hand, the members 
have been extremely generous in sup- 
porting the Magen David Adom and 
have sent a number of ambulances to 
Israel. 

With. its membership of nearly 
5,000, Maccabi ts, next to the A.J.Y., 
the largest youth movement in this 
country. kt has been extremely suc- 
cessful one of its aims—the 
promotion of sport among Jewish 
youth, and the stadium which ts being 
built with the aid of the Central 
Maccabi Fund will have an important 
bearing on the development of Jewish 
sport. Moreover, Maccabi Hatzair, for 
younger boys and girls, has proved 
immensely successful. 

Associated with the A.J.Y. are two 
organisations which through the years 
have gained an honoured place among 
Anglo-Jewish youth-—the Jewish Lads’ 
Brigade and the Council of Jewisti 
Scouters. The J.L.B. has to-day some 
25 companies, with a membership of 
over 700, and is still an organisation of 
note, although no longer the powerful 
movement of the past. Ihe nine 
Jewish scouting groups have a mem- 
bership of about 500, but they suffer 
from a lack of scout leaders. Another 
organisation associated with . the 
A.J.Y. is the Federation of Luberal 
and Progressive Youth Groups, wih 
about 400 members. The. Youth 
Association of Synagogues of Great 
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Britain, which caters for children of 
members of the Reform Synagogue, 
has made considerable progress since 
it was formed a few years ago, and has 
now over 500 members. 

There are no official figures about 
the number of Jewish children and 
youth in this country ; it seems from 
my own inquiries that about half of 
the children and youth between the 
ages of nine and 21 belong to some 
kind of youth movement—a total 
somewhere in the region of 30,000. 
Of these about 4,000 belong to 
Organisations with a specifically 
Orthodox religious programme, inclu- 
ding, in addition to those already 
mentioned, Ezra, of the Aguda, and 
Ben Zakkai, of the Adath Yisroel, 
whose membership includes a con- 
siderable number of former pupils of 
the Jewish Secondary Schools Move- 
ment. 

The community is thus faced with 
the task of attracting at least part of 
the youth who are now completcly 
unattached. The first step must be the 
rovision of more club premises, and 
or this greater financial support from 
the community is essential. Of equal 
importance, particularly amiong non- 


Zionist youth, is the attraction of more 
youth leaders, for without them no 
movement can prosper. In addition 
there must be constructive criticism of 
all the youth movements and a realisa- 
<9 of the part they play in communal 

From the youth movements the 
community has, on the other hand, a 
right to demand an ever greater con- 
centration on teaching the values of 
Judaism and of harmonious co-opera-

HE Israeli Department of Public 
Works, which is responsible for 
the roads, is a branch of the 
Ministry of Labour and not of the 
Ministry of Communications, although 
it is the latter that deals with the rail- 
ways, ports, air services, posts, and 
telecommunications. This division 
between the two Ministries is largely 
accidental, due to the fact that, when 
the Ministries were established, road 
repair and construction provided work 
for immigrants dealt with by the 
Labour Exchanges controlled by the 
Ministry of Labour.

Near Haifa, a new road 
has been built over the Carmel Range 
to link Zikhron with 
Nazareth.

The new roads now projected 
include a main arterial road from 
Rishon le-Zion in the south, bypass- 
ing Tel Aviv and joining the main 
Haifa road at Ra’anana. But most of 
the new roads will be in the Negev 
and include a direct 35-mile road from 
Qastina to Beersheba (already in 
hand); a 25-mile road along the 
eastern edge of the Egyptian-held 
Gaza strip; and another 25-mile road 
(already begun) from Beersheba to 
the southern end of the Dead Sea to 
enable potash to be carried to the 
coastal ports. 

The Government buildings built by 
the Department of Public Works are 
less spectacular,. It has built a num- 
ber post offices and rural auto- 
matic telephone exchanges. for the 
Department of Posts, Telegraphs, 
Telephones, and Radio, and is in pro- 
cess of building a powerful new 
Government broadcasting station. It 
has added to the building of 
Lydda Airport, already one of the 
largest and best equipped in_ the 
Middle East. The former Mandatory 

lice stations at Shafa ‘Amr, near 

azareth, has been reconditioned and 
extended for use as a central Police 
Training School. Three hospitals have 
been reconditioned, adapted, or 
extended—the Avihail Government 
hospital in the Russian Compound in 
Jerusalem ; a new Government tuber- 
culosis hospital at Deir Ammar jn the 
Jerusalem corridor: and a new 
general hospital at Sarafand. A 
Government Agricultural Station has 
also been built in the Negev. 

The cost of the building work of 
the Department of Public Works in 
19S1-S2 is estimated at I£1,500.000, 
and includes more hospitals and post 
office buildings. The total expendi- 
ture of the Department of Public 
Works im 1951-52 is estimated at 
1£9, 500,000. 


Art Notes 


EXPRESSIONISM BY MUNCH 


We -hear much talk of Expressionism 
in modern painting these days’ and as 
this designation jis so often applied to 
pictures conceived in quite another spirit, 
it aS well that we are now able to 
see for ourselves a very complete exhibi- 
ion by an artist of genius, who has been 
generally recognised as the principal 
founder of this movement in painting. 

Edvard Munch (1863-1944), the Nor- 
wegian artist whose work is being shown 
at the Tate Gallery until December 1. 
was technically a giani from the first— 
his “Inger Munch in Black” (1884). a 
beautifully constructed. porifait, provides 
very solid evidence of this. Prodigiously 
gifted draughtsman as he was, his 
inspiration was seldom fulfilled com- 
pletely unless his emotions were strongly 
aroused; we find his. most successfu! 
works are concerned with the terror of 
death and the agony of the mourners. or 
the passion of love, or the fear of a 
magic world of nocturna! monsters and 
crimes of violence. 


Journalistic Painting 


This, indeed, is the very essence of 
Expressionism. “Girls on a Bridge,”’ 
for example, a subject without obsession, 
a perfect composition so boldiy simpli- 
hed as to be almost a poster, remains 
one of the least affecting of the paintings 
shown. Again, his “ Self-Portrait with 
a Cigarette’ is merely a very competent 
piece of journalistic painiing, rather on 
the level of Jacques Emile Blanche. 
“ Inheritance,” a picture of a ghoulish 
harpy displaying a pitifully diseased 
infant on her lap, is unspeakably grue- 
some and quite unforgettable. The 
famous “Puberty” is here, and the 
touching bewilderment of the young gir! 
must be counted one of the great achieve- 
menis of contemporary art. 

His sense of movement is, perhaps, 
best seen in his animal studies. There 
is a galloping horse in this show, as well 
as several studies of lions, which are 
superb, although the inexorable plodding 
of his “ Workmen Coming Home,” seen 
as an enormous line of automata, is over- 
wheiming. Two canvases in a lighter 
key are, to my Mind, specially interest- 
ing: not obviously xpressionist in 
fecling, they nevertheless spring from a 
very deeply-lodged sense of the artist's 
homeland and are extremely satisfying— 
“ Winter Landscape with a Pine Tree,” 
and the dclightful “ Boys, Girls, and 
Ducks.” 


This is the mos important modern

GERMAN CHANCELLOR’S DECLARATION 


Welcomed by A.J.A.

The President of the Anglo-Jewish 
Association, the Hon. Ewen S 
Montagu, C.B.E., K.C., made a state- 
ment at the A.J.A.’s Council meeting 
at Woburn House on Tuesday, on the 
declaration—on September 27—by Dr. 
Adenauer, the German Federal Chan- 
cellor, in regard to German reparations 
to Jewry. 

Mr, Montagu said that for the first 
time there had been a formal German 
recognition, not only that H was the dut 
of the German people to make suc 
moral and material reparation as Was 
possible for the terrible wrongs com- 
mitted during the Nazi régime against 
millions of Jews, but, perhaps, even more 
important, formal recognition that the 
German people accepted the responsi- 
bility for those terrible deeds. 

He felt sure that he was expressing the 
feelings of the majority of the members 
of the Association when he welcomed 
that pronouncement, which might well 
mark a turning point in the sad record 
of German-Jewish affairs. “was true, 
as had been said by seme, that lives and 
suffering could not be balanced against 
material payments. But ithe declaration 
was memorable, and they all hoped and 
trusted that its sincerity would be proved 
by its being implemented in a truce spirit 
of endeavour to do all that was possible 
to palliate the irreparable harm that had 
been done, and they might go gees

The strip of land which gave rise to 
so much controversy stretches south 
of the lake down to the Beth Yaacov 
bridge, with the Syrian customs house 
just across the river. ‘Thousands of 
years. ago the course of the Jordan 
was blocked by the lava of volcanoes, 
and jt has become impossible to carry 
away the floodwaters which pour into 
Lake Hula from as far north as the 
Lebanon. The first stage of the Keren 
Kayemet’s reclamation plan provides 
for the widening of the river bed to 
20 metres, and its deepening to five 
metres-—-the deepest point of Lake 
Hula, 

Perhaps the most striking accom- 
plishment to date is the straightening 
of a 500-metre bend. Here the river 
has been sealed off, and a dam, seven 
metres deep and 30 metres wide, con- 
structed. The water has been diverted 
into a newly dug bed. Further south, 
a sluice has keen. built. 


Excavation Machinery 


Work proved most difficult near the 
Beth Yaacov bridge, where the river 
bed is made up of heavy boulders of 
basalt. All excavation machinery, 
from as far south as the Negev. has 
been assigned to the job, but there is 
not enough heavy machinery in the 
country to meet all requirements, The 
machines break down frequently and 
about 30 per cent are under constant 
repair. The-+task) hard enough to 
perform from both sides of the river, 
was made almost impossible by the 
U.N. rulings. . The banks are stcep 
and the arms of the excavators 
are not long enough to reach across 
the full width of the river, as they 
have to operate from the western side 
only. However, the engineers found 
a way of overcoming this difficulty: 
near the water they built an extension 
of the western bank to serve as a plat- 
form for the dredging machines, a low 
artificial bank running parallel to the 
high-sloped riverside. 


This stage of the reclamation 
scheme may be completed in ten 
months’ time. Then activities will 
switch to the north of the lake, 


where two new channels will prevent 
flooding. Should the United Nations, 
however, reverse its questionable deci- 
sion and permit work on both sides 
of the river, then progress will be 
quicker—and less costly,

Agreement With Treasury 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


Two agreements reached by the 
Israeli financial delegation led by Mr. 
David Horowitz, one with the British 
Treasury and the other with the 
Lioyd’s Committee, London, were 
announced last Friday. 

The announcement from the Treasury 
stated: ** Following recent discussions in 
London with the Israeli Government, His 
Majesty's Treasury, in view of Isracl's 
present shortage of sterling, have agreed 
as an exceptional measure to permit the 
release, for sale by the Isracli authoritics, 
of a number of sterling securities owned 
by residents of Israel, the estimated value 
of which is between £4 and £5 million.” 

Most of the releases under this agree- 
ment will be used by the Israeli Govern- 
ment tO mect existing commitments, mainly 
for fuel and irrigation projects. Discus- 
sions on larger issues may be resumed in 
four to six weeks time. 

News of the agreement with the Com- 
mittee of Llovd’s was given in the fol- 
lowing statement: “ Following § discus- 
sions between representatives of the 
Government of the State of Isracl and 
the Commitice of Lloyd's, London, an 
agreement regarding insurance business of 
Lloyd's in Israel was “Signed to-day 
(October 25) by Mr. David Horowitz. the 
Director-General of the Israeli Ministry 
of Finance; on behalf of the Government 
of israel, and Mr. Matthew Drysdale, 
Chairman of Lloyd's on behalf of Lloyd's 
Committee.’ 

I learn that the atreement will enable 
Lioyd’s to come within the provisions of 
the insurance law passed by the Isracli 
Government some months ago. There 
has been a sharp increase of Lioyd's 
insurance business in Israe!

GROWING EGYPTIAN 
HOSTILITY 


Extremists Plan Guerrilla 
Activities 
By our Diplomatic Correspondent 


Events in the Suez Canal Zone are 
taking the course long predicted by 
informed observers. The Egyptian 
Government is applying a policy of 
gradually mounting pressure. The 
formal abrogation of the Treaty was 
the first step: next came the denial 
of transport and other facilities to the 
British forces and the partial with- 
drawal of Egyptian labour from the 
zone. These steps were partly coun- 
tered by British measures to secure 
control of the area, If the British 
Government shows no. sign of 
budging, guerrilla activities will be 
launched by the Moslem Brotherhood. 


Preparations to this end have been 
going forward since last spring with the 
active support of the Egypuan Govern- 
mem. Although Fuad Serag ed-Din, the 
Minister of the Interior, has disclaimed 
all responsibility for the arming of the 
Brotherhood, the provision of arms, 
through the police, to the terrorisis, has 
been in progress for months. Ik is hoped 
in Cairo that.the Wafd Government will 
be able to take a back seat in these 
operations, disclaiming  responsrbility 
where necessary, and at the same time 
clamouring in Washington and at the 
United Nations for the removal of the 
‘ verroristic British. The hostility of 
the Egyptian press has now wer a 
pitch unequalled im peace-lime relations 
between supposedly friendly countries. 


Arab League's Position 


Littl concern seems to have been 
caused in Cairo by the  four-Power 
approach to Israel and the various Arab 
Governmems. These have merely been 
informed of the defence measures pro- 
posed by the four Powers, and notified 
that at a later stage their “ commenis © 
woud be asked for. Despite some 
evidence of pro-Western feeling in Beirut 
the Eevpuan Government seems rcason- 
ably confident that the Arab League. will 
remain an instrumem of Egyptian policy

PLIGHT OF HAMBURG 
JEWRY 


60 Per Cent Receive 
Financial Aid 
From our Correspondent 


_ Proposals ge to speed up the 
implementation the compensation and 
retmution laws have been submutted to 
the Hamburg Senate by the Jewish com- 
munny here. 

proposals were coniained in a 
memorandum submitted the com- 
munity following a discussion in Parlia- 
mem recently on the position of the 
Jews and the progress of restitution. 
According to the memorandum. the 
Jewish community, which before 1933 
had 25,000 members, now numbers only 
1.100. Sixty per cent live on pensions 
and welfare grants, 30 per cent are 
employed, while 10 per cem have their 
own busmesses. 


Few Young Jews 


Those dependent on relief are elderly 
or sick people who are in particular need 
of compensation for wartime imprisor.- 
ment of persecution by the Nazis. They 
are unable to contribute .to the com- 
munal funds and, as a resuk, the 
community i in financial difficulties. 
There are few young Jews in Hamburg— 
only 50 are below the age of 18—and only 
two Jewish children were born last year. 

The community, in ks memorandum. 
urges the authorities to do everything 
possible to prevent a neo-Nazi revival 
and to outlaw fascist and antisem#ic 
propaganda. Kk suggests that ex-Nazis 
be barred from playifg an active part in 
political infe and from participating in 
educational activulies. 

Ihe memorandum urees the Senate to 
allocate funds to the community for 
cultural and social work and suggesis 
that the State should assume responsi- 
biluy for the seven disused Jewish 
cemeteries in Hambure. 

The community at present has only 
one synagogue and is unable to support 
a rabbi. There are no Jewish youth 
movements and, epart from the Com- 
munity Council, Wizo is the only 
organisation which caters for the social 
and cultural nceds of local Jews. 


JORDAN SEEKS BRITISH

SOVIET ENCYCLOPEDIA ON 
BIRO-BIDJAN 


From a Correspondent 


The veil surrounding the so-called 
Jewish State of Biro-Bidjan has been 
slightly lifted by the publication of a short 
nem in the filth volume of the new Soviet 
Encyclopedia, which has now become 
avatiable in this country. 

Fifteen lines in this volume are devoted 
to the town of Biro-Bidjan—<he capual 
of the Soviet “ Jewish State.” It says: 

* Biro-Bidjan—urban centre of the 
Jewish autonomous region (entering into 
the Khabarovsk Province of the Russian 
S.F.S.R.): railway station, 175 kilometres 
wes of Khabarovsk. on.the River Bira 
(a tributary of the Amur). Biro-Bidjan 
is one of the new industrial centres of 
the Khabarovsk Province. A sawmill, 
a furniture factory, a plywood mill, a 
meat combine, several brickworks, and 
other plamts have been founded. 

“Among the best buildings of the 
crown are the House of the Soviets, a 
railway station, the theatre named after 
Kaganovich, and a cinema. Biro-Bidjan 
has an institute of education, a medical 
school. and technical schools for metal- 
lurgists and railwaymen. 

“ Biro-Bidjan sprang up in 1928 on 
the site of the Tikhonka railway station.” 


Few Changes 


This short tem, written in September, 
1950. indicates that few changes have 
occurred in the town since 1938. 
Developmem does not seem to have pro- 
ceeded rapidly, despite the many state- 
ments that Biro-Bidjan has become a 
cemtre of Jewish social and cultura! life. 
The number of inhabdants is not given, 
though a census was carried out in 1939. 
We are not even told whether the Yid- 
dish dai BirOBIDJANER STERN, is still 
being published. 

Thus, & would seem that the State and 
capital have not been “ liquidated,” 
as has been reported recently, but 
information on the area is getting scarcer 
and scarcer. Is this due to strategic con- 
siderations—-Biro-Bidjan is near the 
Manchurian frontier—or is it because the 
whole ambitious project has been a 
fiasco ?

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SEFARDI CONGRESS 


ON Sunday next the third World Sefardi 
Congress will open at the Palais d'Orsay in 
Paris. It will be attended by representatives 
of more than 100 Sefardi communities from 
24 different countries. The presidential dis- 
course at the opening session will be 
delivered by Professor Rene Cassin, Presi- 
dent of the Alliance Israélite Universelle and 
Vice-President of the French Council of 
State. A distinguished delegation will be 
present from Britain, including the Haham, 
Rabbi Dr. Solomon Gaon, and the President 
of the Elders of the London congregation, 
Mr. CHaRLes E. SepaG-MONTEFIORE, who 
will preside at one of the sessions. From 
Europe, Asia, and Africa, from North and 
South America, the delegates of many differ- 
ent lands will be participating. They will 
come together from the centres of the 
Sefardi dispersion throughout the world. 
Probably most significant, however, will be 
the large delegation from the State of Israel. 
This will be led by Mr. 
the Israeli Minister of Police, who has been 
specially commussioned by his Government 
to head this mission. Such recognition is 
certainly deserved, for recent events have 
given exceptional importance to the associa- 
tions between Israel and Sefardi Jewry. 
This Congress comes as the result of long 
years of etlort and of preparatory conter- 
ences which go back for more than a quarter 
of a century. Its original sponsors must have 


been conscious not wdniy of the glorious 


traditions of the past but of the urgent need 
for their present-day revival and implemen- 
tation. The traditions of medieval Jewry in 
Spain and Portugal were splendidly main- 
tamed, after the expulsion fromthe 
Peninsula, by those who transmitted their 
faith and ideals to other lands. Typical of 


their finest achievements was the Resettle- 


ment which they brought about in England 
almost three centuries ago. In this and 
several other lands, they combined—often 
more successfully than other sections of 
Jewry-—-staunch adherence religious 
principles with the widest cultural and 
humanitarian activities. Their leadership 
in Anglo-Jewish life was long and worthily 
maintained. - With the growth of Ashkenazi 
ascendancy following the influx of immi- 
grants in the nineteenth century, however, 
it would not be unfair to say that the 
Sefardim became too easily content to rest 
on their laurels. The sense of noblesse 
oblige not only failed to inspire continuous 
endeavour but often induced. meaningless 
disputes and rivalries. Yet the experience 
and resources of the Sefardi community can 
still make an invaluable contribution to the 
welfare of Jewry. And of recent years, indi- 
cations of an awakening and a renewal of 
the true Sefardi spirit have happily become 
apparent. 


The original home and historic centre of 
the Sefardim—notwithstanding their diffu- 
sion westward to the countries on both sides 
of the Atlantic, and eastward to the Indian 
Ocean—has always remained in the lands 
bordering on the Mediterranean. They have 
thus retained in many ways a closer contact 
with the Holy Land. It is no accident, for 
example, that the Sefardi has prevailed over 
the Ashkenazi pronunciation in the modern 
revival of spoken Hebrew. In the modern 
world the great majority of Sefardim have 
lived in North Africa, the Balkans, and the 
Middle East. It is precisely from these 
countries that there has lately been the 
greatest emigration—which is still continu- 
ing—to Israel. To such an extent has this 
migration already developed that some 
450,000 Sefardim and Oriental Jews (who are 
not all,. strictly speaking, Sefardim—d.c., 
inhabitants of Spain) now dwell in Israel, 


almost one-third of the country’s total 
population. 


It will be a main purpose of the forth- 
coming Congress to consider the wunplica- 
tions of this situation and to devise, in 
co-operation with the Israeli authorities, 
practical measures of assistance. This 
involves, however, not merely philanthropic 
schemes for improving the economic and 
cultural condition of depressed Sefardi com- 
munities. The religious and intellectual life 
of the Sefardi communities of the West 
likewise needs to be reinvigorated, and a 
renewed sense of purpose and spiritual 
revival may ensue from increasing contact 
with the Land of Israel. This Congress has 
the opportunity of effecting a Sefardi 
reorientation in the fullest sense of the term, 
and will no doubt take the occasion to define 
its relations with the rest of Jewry. The day 
when .the Sefardim considered themselves 
distinct fromi, not to say superior to, the 
Ashkenazim has long since passed, and one 
may well ask what rdéle ethnological differ- 
ences are expected to play in the development 
of Jewry in the world to-day. 


THE NEW GOVERNMENT 


THE installation of a new Government, 
following the result of the General Election, 
throws into bold relief the working of British 
parliamentary democracy under a constitu- 
tion which has “broadened down from 
precedent to precedent.’ Men and women 
of all faiths, Jews and non-Jews alike, give 
the Government of the day their allegiance 
as citizens, though retaining their freedom to 
support or dissent from its political actions. 
It may be recorded without bias that it 1s no 
disadvantage to Anglo-Jewry that prominent 
members of the new Administration, notably 
Mr. CuurcHitt himself, have at various 
times expressed sympathies with Jewry and 
evinced an understanding of its outlook and 
problems, 


We offer our sincere congratulations to all 
the Jewish M.P.s who have been returned to 
Parliament, though we cannot refrain from a 
nostalgic wish to see Jewish representatives 
included once again in all the major parties 
in the House of Commons. Fortunately, the 
present single party contingent does not 
necessarily mean the existence of a Jewish 
vote. This state of affairs seems much more 
to be one of the vagaries of British politics— 
there were Jewish candidates in all the major 
parties—than any conscious electoral dis- 
crimination in favour of Jewish identity with 
one of the parties in the State. Let it be 
proclaimed that the principle of Jewish 
political neutrality was faithfully observed 
during the General Election. No specific 
Jewish issue arose, nor did the rival parties 
in the manifestoes propose legislation which 
might, in any foreseeable future, affect Jews 
as Jews. 

This is not to say that the work and policy 
of the new Conservative Government can 
have no interest or message for Anglo-Jewry, 
for Jewish interests in the world, or for Israel 
itself. We shall judge its domestic legislation 
and its general programme as individual 
citizens, and such speculations are outside 
the purview of these columns. But it is not 
without significance to Jewry that contro- 
versy did arise during the General Election 
over the management of foreign affairs, and 
British policy in the Middle East will call 
for careful handling in the early life of the 
new Administration. 


Mr. ANTHONY EDEN, the new Foreign 
Secretary, has made a lifelong study of 
foreign affairs and is a notable authority on 
Middle Eastern politics. His rank as Deputy 
Prime Minister gives his status the highest 
significance. That the Middle East is in a 
ferment is indisputable, while Israel's posi- 
tion in the pattern of that area is recognised 
as a unique and pivotal one. Obviously, no 
freshly conceived policy for the Middle East, 
whether in relation to defence or economics 
or some new political orientation, can 
exclude Israel. So it follows that the effort to 
work out a Middle Eastern policy on a basis 
of harmony and friendship between Israel 
and the neighbouring States, as indispensable 
to the wider concept of the free world, will 
call for statesmanship of the highest order, 
which Mr. Epen has displayed in so many 
fields. The integrity and well-being of 
Israel is a major Jewish interest. In the 
development and formulation of policy for 
the Middle East the new Government will 


- be aware of the watchful solieitude of Jewry 


at home and abroad. 


Another subject which will certainly 
engage the Foreign Secretary's attention 
at an early date is the question of Germany s 
future, Dr. ADENAUER is expected in this 
country shortly for consultations. Here, too, 
Jewish communities throughout the world 
will watch with sympathy and interest how 
the problem is tackled. At the forthcoming 
sessions also of the United Nations in Parts 
a number of items of special interest to Jews 
appear on the agenda, and the British 
delegates will of course have an opportunity 
to place this country’s views on them before 
the world. We are confident that they will 
carry out their responsible task in a spirit of 
humanity and real statesmanship, upholding 
the international rights of man. 


DISRAELI 


ALTHOUGH BENJAMIN Earl of 
Beaconsfield, died 70 years ago, his life and 
work still remain matters of perennial 
interest to the British public. The latest of 
a multitude of biographical studies of his 
career is “Dizzy,” by HESKETH PEARSON 
(published by Methuen, 21Is.). This does 
not profess to’ add any new facts to the 
standard six-volume “ Life,” by MONYPENNY 
and BUCKLE, but it is eminently successful in 
depicting the human and personal qualities 
of a strangely fascinating figure. Moreover, 
it is particularly topical at the present time, 
by reason both of political argument in the 
General Election and international affairs in 
the Middle East. When Hughenden Manar, 
his historic hOme, was handed over to the 
National Trust two years ago, it was well 
remarked of him: “ He is not any longer 
exclusively a party statesman. His political 
thought has largely passed in a true sense 
into the * national trust." To-day we think 
of him as the leader of the traditionally 
aristocratic Tory party, who was passionately 
concerned to improve the condition of the 
working classes. Again, in his valiant support 
of Jewish emancipation—before any pro- 
fessing Jew could sit in Parliament—he 
resisted all his own Tory followers and 
collaborated with his Liberal opponents. As 
regards the Middle East, many must recently 
have been reminded of the prescience and 
Statesmanship of the Prime Minister who, 
with the aid of the House of ROTHSCHILD, 
secured Britain's control of-the Suez Canal. 
Perhaps, however, fewer remember his con- 
stant championship of the Jewish claim to 
national restoration in the Holy Land. In 
this regard—as in so much else—there was 
abundant evidence of his Jewish origin and 


*his lifelong Jewish sympathies. The collabor- 


ation which he advocated between. Britain. 
Jewry, and the Arab world is far from being 
an outmoded policy for present-day needs. 


LIABILITY TO DISEASE 


A CONTRIBUTOR to the MANCHESTER 
GUARDIAN has written about some recent 


researches undertaken by a committee of 


the World Health Organisation. This com- 
mittee appears to have reported favourably 
about the possibility of treating alcoholism 
aS a disease rather than as a social disorder. 
The conception of a physiological basis of 
alcoholism has, it seems, been further 
developed by an inquiry into the differences 
which are said to exist among racial and 
national groups. Impressive evidence regard- 
ing group differences has been obtained, so 
it is stated, from researches regarding 
persons of Jewish origin. These are said to 
indicate that alcoholic psychoses are 75 times 
more prevalent among the Irish than among 
the Jews. “ In spite of racial stresses, coupled 
with some use of alcoholic beverages, Jewish 
people are seldom drunkards,” says the 
writer, and he thus reiterates a fact 
known to medical men and _ sociologists 
for generations. On the other hand, atten- 
tion is called to the fact that Jewish people 
show a peculiar susceptibility to diabetes. 
which is far more’ prevalent among them 
than among non-Jews. There is nothing 
essentially new in this line of inquiry, 
although a greater degree of scientific inves- 
tigation should lead to more reliable. and 
conclusive results than have been obtainable 
in the. past. Perhaps, however, nurture 
rather than nature accounts for immunity 
from, or predisposition to, disease. The 
racial factor would seem to be of less 
importance than the conditions of environ- 
ment. Amelioration of economic and ‘social 
conditions can effect the most amazing 
physical changes—as is well evidenced by 
the transformations in Jewry .since ghetto- 


dwellers became chalutzim.

An Enlarged Diaspora 


We are citizens of the State we live

It is the time before 
the Messiame fulfilment, and this con- 
ception of it, the conception of the 
prophets and rabbis, makes the State 
of Israel a part of the Diaspora. Our 
loyalty to mankind, still on jts way to 
Viessiamec fulfilment, makes us willing 
to bear the voke of the Galut, which is

,inzdom of God.” A Jew not willing 
io bear this yoke fails in the most 
mportant Jewish obligation.. The 
lewish historian, Simon Dubnov, 
poke of the Jewish settlement in 
Palestine as the “Arabic Galut.” I

obigauon to help its building up in 
every way and to the limit of our 
powers. We,must be aware of our 


duty to Israel, but be equally free from 

toplanism which thinks that the 
establishment of the Jewish State can 
change the content of our Judaism.

Judaism is Judaism beyond the borders 
of the State of Israel and in the State 
of Israel. 

The obligation to bear the yoke of 
the kingdom of God, the yoke of the 
Galut, is not slavery ; an emancipation 
from this obligation is repudiation of 
Judaism. Mr. Berlin’s identification of 
Galut with slavery is probably taken 
from an over-all picture of Jewry 
in the Middle Ages. But in the 
European Middle Ages the Jew had 
the freedom to stand outside its totali- 
tarian political and spiritual system. 
He glone had that privilege, which. 
often surrounded by deadly dangers 
sometimes amounting to martyrdom, 
must always be seen as privilege’ Mr. 
Berlin reads modern totalitarianism 
into the whole past and speaks, there- 
fore, of the “ slavery ” which, he says. 
existed “ for the Jewish community for 
two thousand years.” This statement 
betrays a misunderstanding both of 
Judaism and of the details of Jewish 
history. It is a statement of the same 
calibre as the one pronouncing that 
we prayed for two thousand years for 
Zi0n, which implies that Zion and the 
modern Jewish State are identical. 
But how to explain to the political 
secularist what Zion means, has meant, 
and will mean? Ina Judajsm without 
God, Zion may mean anything. but 
not what it meant for two thousand 
years. 


Self- Accusation 


We have heard of the self-accusations 
of intellectuals facing their Soviet 
judges. Mr. Berlin, too, speaks his 
“lam guilty and’ belittles the Jewish 
contribution to Western civilisation. 
He does not realise that the ideal of 
“ normalisation,” of the returfi to the 
primitive form of life, is a Nazi ideal 
in which the defeatism of the uprooted 
intellectual, despairing of civilisation. 
sees a remedy. We must, indeed, seck 
a remedy when civilisation is nothing 
but secular life. But there is oni» one 
cure for secularism: to get roots out- 
side the secular field. Mr. Berlin is in 
his whole survey confined to secular 
thinking. 

That everyone with a religious mes- 
sage, and not only priest and prophet 
but to a smaller degree poet and artist. 
too, must become a stranger within 
secular life, does not occur to Mr. 
Berlin. Because they are not entirely 
at one with their environment, priests 
and prophets are capable of bringing 
their blessing. Separation is the con- 
dition for the man who has a mission 
among his fellow-men; The Jéw 
among the Gentiles—-every one, the 
Jewish tailor and the Jewish green- 
grocer not less than the Jewish writer. 
artist, and Scientist—is the priestly 
bearer of a blessing: his mere presence

among the Gentiles proves that his 
surroundings are not entirely secular ; 
in a secular society man is a wolf to 
man and rights of domicile for Jews 
are out of the question. 

Mr. Berlin ponders over what he 
regards as the limitation of the Jewish 
contribution to civilisation, He fails 
to see or fajls to accept that the Jewish 
contribution to civilisation is a Jewish 
contribution. Priests and prophets 
make use of culture to express what 
transcends culture; to them art 
remains a means to anend, The word 
of God is spoken within man’s con- 
science and this word can influence 
literature, poetry, sculpture, and 
music. But even more than the other 
arts js literature capable of receiving 
this influence. The word of God is— 
true. Prose, therefore, more than 
poetry, js the style of the Bible. The 
psalmist is priest and prophet. that 
he is often a poet is of no consequence 
to his mission. 


Miore than an Artist 


The Jew as a contributor to the arts 
is, aS a Jew, hampered by the word 
speaking jn his conscience: the 
supremacy of the moral value over 
others 1s detrimental to art as art. The 
Jew accompanying the ways of man 
with his moral commentary and inte?- 
pretation as a writer, even using poetry 
and style, is always something more 
than an artist. Imagination, not con- 


science, gives the: first impulse to . 


artistic creation, but it is not by itself 
sufficient to grasp the revelation of 
God. 

With the Jew it is different. His 
conscience, and not his imagination, 
endows him with the gift of revelation. 
Those infected by longings for eternity 
cannot find peace in art; they do not 


become barbarians and philistines who . 


despise art but, though. remaining 
appreciative of and grateful for its 
splendour, greatness, and power, they 
take a step away from it and thus 
progress from illusion to reality. Truth 
which ts the truth of God ts concerned 
with reality and is not merely symbolic. 
Judaism 1s fawth’ without myth and 
therefore without symbols. State and 
Church have their symbols, the State 
the mythos of its flag and the Church 
the mythos constituting its organisa- 
tion. We Jews have nothing of 
the kind. Wé say: Hear, O Israel, the 
Lord our God, the Lord is One. The 
absolute monotheism of Judaism 
cannot align itself with myth and 
symbol. When we are confronted by 
them, we.may either despise them, as 
did Mattathias the High Priest, who 
refused to sacrifice to them, or we 
may respect them. as does the modern 
Jew as citizen soldier loyal to a flag, 


or we may love them, when they lift 
up life jn the creation of art. But 
whether in contempt or in respect or in 
love, we always have the superiority 
of the knowledge which discerns 
between truth and symbol, between 
conscience and imagination, between 
revelation and myth. Herein lies the 
fatal difference between Jew and 
Gentile. A Jew may run away from 
this fate, or he may say: Blessed art 
Thou, O Lord, who hast chosen us. 
There is no third possibility for us 
Jews. Mr. Berlin thinks, as do many 
Zionists, that the State of Israel opens 
up to Jewry the third possibility, to be 
like the Gentiles and yet remaim Jews. 
That is their great mistake. 

The difference between Jew and 
Gentile is not an obstacle but is the 
basis for the Jewish contribution to 
civilisation, Not when Emil Ludwig, 
whom, like others of this type, Mr. 
Berlin underestimates, but when Franz 
Rosenzweig interprets Goethe does it 
become clear when and where the 
Gentile seer comes near to the perfect 
vision of the prophet and the work of 
an artist reaches the height of biblical 
revelation. I hope that one day a Jew 
from the English-speaking civilisation 
will do for Shakespeare what Franz 
Rosenzweig has done for Goethe and 
show, for example, that the court 
scene in “ The Merchant of Venice ” 
reveals the English character in its 
relation to Law, that Shakespeare 
makes Judaism rank higher than the 
Hellenic idealism of Portia. 


Germany 


Heine's poetry, though precious to 
anyone who knows it, has not the 
greatness of Goethes. But as a 
prophet he is greater than Goethe. If 
Germany had heeded his prophecy it 
would not have become prey to Hitler. 
Heine's suffering, Rathenau’s  assassi- 
nation, the death of six million Jews 
must not be seen in the same hght as 
the catastrophe of a countryside des- 
troyed by a hurricane... These single 
individuals and these millions. were 
actors in a holy history. We Jews can 
live with the Gentiles. . Hitle?t proves 
nothing to the contrary. Jews were 
not convinced either by Nebuchad- 
nezzar or by Antiochus of the impossi- 
bility of their remaiming Jews. Hitler 
will always be defeated. We Jews 
know that. That, too, helps to consti- 
tute our feeling of superiority of which 
Mr. Berlin speaks without proper in- 
sight. Our knowledge that Hitler will 
always be defeated is Jewish: the 
theory that each country in the Dias- 
pora is bound one day to get a Hitler 
is a philosophy of despair and, there- 
fore, un-Jewish. Judaism is hope, We 
take the risk which ts in hope. There 
is a difference between Gentiles and 
Gentiles. Cyrus was a king of Gentiles, 
and the Bible calls him the anointed 
of the Lord. What Mr. Berlin says 
about Disraelrs belief in the mys- 
tique of the British Empire” can be

better explained than is in that 
remark. The political effort of the 


Gentiles can become chosen to pro- 
mote the coming of the Kingdom o 
God. Gentiles, too, can be chose 
though their election is concerned with 
the field of power and politics. Gentiles 
may be heathens, and they may be 
Christians. With Gentiles who are 
—hristians we can work and live. Dis- 
raeli was successful where Rathenau 
failed. 

Mr. Berlin speaks of the ~“ basic 
freedom of choice “ which the creation 
of the Jewish State has restored to 
modern Jewry, But he sees only the 
choice between a life within the State 
of Israel and that outside of it. As to 
this choice we shall have to watch 
whether the advice to choose the one 
or the other is left free from ideologies 
which have nothing to do with genuine 
Judaism. There may be a point where 
such ideologies must be “ debunked,” 
in the well-established Marxist method, 
as superstructure over vested interests. 
Nothing else can be done at such a 
stage than to weigh the interests of the 
Jewish people against the interests of 
a Zionist political élite who want 


the Jewish people inside the borders of © 


the State of Israel. All we can wish 
for this kind of discussion is that it 
should be honest, and we can make it 
clear, getting away from Marxism, 
that it can be honest. 


Freedom of Choice 


But there is the other choice over 
which the Jewish people of to-day have 
to make a decision: the choice to be or 
not to be an individual living as a 
member of the people set apart. As 
citizens of the State we are like the 
Gentiles, in Israel and outside. 
Whether we are forced more in Israel 
to become like the Gentiles is of léss 
importance than the tremendous 
choice facing every Jew to-day. Every- 
where Jews must choose, and I. still 
hope that in the Jewish State itself 
they will also have freedom of choice ; 
the choice 1s between the people of the 
covenant and the people of the State, 
between existence as a people set apart 
and existence as a Gentile nation. As 
to this choice, we may. say to-day to 
all concerned, as Joshua said on a 
similar occasion: you may not want 
to choose the covenant, it is too diffi- 
cult, 

Me. Berlin says again and again it 
is*too difficult. But those who say 
against all demonstration, “.Nay, but 
we wil] serve the Lord,” have decided 
in the way of our fathers and fore- 
fathers, In each age they hed to make 
such a choice and called it a choice 
“-between life and death.” Those who 
refuse the life of the people set apart 
refuse to accept the blessing handed 
on from parents to children, from one 
Jewish generation to another. Judaism 
is the tradition of a blessing incarnated 
in the Jewish people as long as it ts 
the people set apart. [COPYRIGHT

RESTITUTION IN BRITISH ZONE 


By Professor NORMAN BENTWICH, O.B.E. 


The Committee. found that the 
causes of delay were partly political, 
partly administrative, and partly legal, 


and together they were defeating the | 


express purpose of the Allied legtsla- 
tion, to assure “ speedy restitution to 
persons who were unjustly deprived 
of their property between 1933 and 
1945 by the Nazi Government for 
reasons of race; religion, nationality. 
or political views.” Resistance to the 
rocess of restitution was engineered 
y “ the victims of restitution,” that 1s, 
the persons who had obtained posses- 
sion of the property confiscated or 
sold under duress, and also by the neo- 
Nazis whose resurgence in Western 
Germany gives cause for anxiety. 


High Commissioner's Statement 


The Committee recommended that 
the British High Commissioner should 
make a statement on the lines of that 
made in the summer by the American 
High Commissioner, that-restitution of 
property would be carried through in 
accordance with the existing law. 
Action was taken without delay by Sir 
Ivone Kirkpatrick, wrote to the 
Ministers-President in the Ldnder of 
the British Zone, stating that the 
British Government was determined to 
see completed the process of restoring 
identifiable property to the victims of 
Nazi persecution, and also to ensure 
that provision was made in the con- 
tractual agreements between the 
Federal Government and the Allied 
Governments for the preservation of 


the law concerning restitution and the 


continued execution of the programme. 

The administrative troubles were the 
lack of a sufficient number of judges 
and clerks and of proper accommo- 
dation for the restitution agencies ; 
this has now been remedied. Ihe 
Committee proposed also that the 
British 


authorities should ensure 
proper examination and supervision of 
the machinery of restitution. That 


recommendation applies equally to 
the Western sectors of Berlin, and the 
Government has announced that they 
will take appropriate steps there 
also. 


The third cause of delay, consisting 


of legal complications, is technical, and 
calls for an amendment of the legisila- 
tion. The report states that the 
Government has accepted most of the 
recommendations. One particular 
trouble in the British Zone about the 
conversion of Reichmarks into 
Deutschemarks (the mew currency 
introduced in 1949 by the Allies) in 
respect of monetary claims arising in 
restitution proceedings, is still under 
consideration. The final judicial 
authority in the British Zone is a 
Board of Review composed of ‘three 
British members. They have power to 
overrule judgments of the German 
courts which appear to involve a 
denial of justice or a misinterpretation 
of the law. The staff of that Board is 
to be enlarged, and changes will be 
made to assure its more speedy work- 
ing. It is recommended also that the 
British final tribunal shall be main- 
tained when the general authority is 


handed over to the German Govern- 
ment. 

The report of the Committee dealt 
also with certain questions of sub- 
stance in the work of restitution. 
Hitherto, the German Federal Govern- 
ment has not accepted liabilities for 
claims against the former German 
Reich arising out of acts‘of confisca- 
tion. of movable property, which 
includes bank accounts, imsurance 
payments, and sums levied by oppres- 
sive taxation on persons. forced to 
leave . Germany. The Committee 
recommended that immediate steps 
should be taken to ensure acceptance 
by the Government of its lability ; 
and the White Paper states that dis- 
cussions are proceeding on this point. 


Proposed Over-all Settlement 


Again, in order to expedite the 
settlement of the vast number of 
claims-—probably some 60,000—which 
have been filed by the Jewish Trust 
Corporation in respect of heirless and 
unclaimed property, and the property 
of the Jewish Gemeinden, it was sug- 
gested that the practice, which has 
been adopted in the American Zone, 
of an over-all settlement with the 
German Land authorities, should be 
followed in the British Zone. The White 
Paper states that the British Govern- 
ment welcomes the suggestion and is 
discussing it with the Ministers-Presi- 
dent of the Land Governments in the 
Zone. 

Lastly, the Committee’s report 
pointed to the need of removing 
restrictions on the transfer abroad of 
sums recovered restitution pro- 
ceedings. At present these sums are 
paid into blocked accounts of claim- 


ants who are resident outside the 
Federal territory. It is possible for the 
holders of blocked accounts to dis- 
pose of them to purchasers who wish 
to mvest in German marks, but at a 
heavy discount. The White Paper 


States that the liberation of the Ger- 


man exchange control restrictions on 
the foreign-owned balances can be 
expected to take place gradually as 
the exchange position improves And 
the action recently announced by 
which the Western Governments. have 
agreed to the release of a sum of 
20,000,000 German marks held in 
blocked accounts by the Jewish suc- 
cessor Organisations in- Germany, for 
the purposes of resettiement and 
rehabilitation, is an earnest of the 
improvement. 

The inquiry and report were 
restricted to the restitution of identi- 
fiable property, and did not deal, 
except indirectly, with the other big 
question of compensation to victims 
of Nazism for injuries, loss of life, 
and loss of liberty, nor with the larger 
issues of reparation by the German 
Government to the Jewish people for 
the “immeasurable suffering inflicted 
upon the Jews in Germany and the 
occupied territories during the Nazi 
régime.” These bigger issues are 
dealt with in the statement of Dr. 
Adenauer. It is to be hoped that not 
only will the work of restitution now 
be pushed through with determination 
by the German authorities, but that 
negotiations about national reparatiou 
will be initiated without delay by the 
German Government with representa- 
tives of the State of Israel and the 
major Jewish organisations,

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WHAT DOES “ NEGEV ” 
MEAN ? 


To the Editor of Tue Jewisu CHronicie 


Sin.—-Few words in Biblical and 
Modern Hebrew have for sudems a 
greater mmerest than the word “ Negev.” 
it has always been applicd, of course, to 
the southernmost region of Eretz Yisracl, 
and most Jews in the Galut translate it 
as meaning “ desert. 

Yet a single translation of this word 
is completely jnadequate. In delving 
into us derivation and usage, One enters 
into the field of philology and history. 

In his “ Concordance of the Hebrew 
and Chaldee Scripiures,” Mr. B. David- 
son translates the word as “the deseri 
track of land to the south of Judea,” 
and also as “ the south.” 

The trearment of the word by Mr. S. J. 
Fin. of Vilna, in his great work, 
“ Hayotzer.” brings one into a rather 
fascinating realm. * One translation he 
gives is “a dry place.” but he laier 
points out that the word is used in con- 
nection with the soagth, because the south 
is dry from the effects of the sun. 

In Damel one finds the expression 
“ Melech Hancgev,” and this is usually 
understood to refer to the King of Egypt. 
In the Gemara aa mmportant differcntia- 
tion ts made between “ Negev” and 

‘Yevush.” While Negev is given as 
meaning external dryness, Yevush ts trans- 
lated as “internal dryness 


Ihere seems to be a consensus of 
ommion that the Negev is used mostly 
as meaning the south, and in modern 


Hebrew usage this is recognised. 

The Gemara interpretation seems to 
sugges that the area knOwn as ihe 
Negev was never really a desert in the 
fullest deerec. If that is a fact. then it 
has of very great historical 
interest fhe imference that in Bibl- 
cal times the Negev arca was not the 
barren and waste if to-day 
and that it had become so through neglect 
in the succeeding 2,000 years

To the Editor of Tue Jewish CHronicls 


Sin,—Allow me to make a few com- 
menis on Dr. Akmann’s recem address 
on the subject of Jewish youth. In py 
opinion we are greatly mdetted to 
Alemanno for: having raised the 
a discussion of which had long been 
overdue. 

The gist of Dr. Akmann’s remarks I 
undersood to be that our youth was 
leaderiess and that those who could have 
provided the leadership had not done so. 
The implied criticism was, therefore, 
directed not so much against the existing 
leaders, who were enthusiastic and will- 
ing enough, but rather against those 
bodies and individuals who might have 

iven the lead to the leaders, instead of 
~ eaving them in their presem State of 
ignorance, “ the blind leading the blind.” 

Three poimts have to be made: firs, 
that in the discussion that followed, the 
criticism was dircoted, by implication, 


against the pionecring youth movements, 
despite the fact that Dr. Akmann himself 
had singled out Hashomer Haitzair, 


Bached. and Habonim for commenda- 
tion. One got the impression, rightly or 
wrongly, that no opportunity was wasted 
10 attack the most constructive of Jewish 
outh organisations. 


Secondly, to take Manchester as an 
example. I doubt whether the three 
movemems memioned could between 


them muster more than a couple of 
hundred members. There. are probably 
between 15 and 20 times that number of 
youths of the ages of 10 40 17 in Man- 
chester. If, then. the lack of all spiritual 
contemt in ghe lives of these youngsters 
is aS dangerous as Dr. Akmann says it 
's fand there can be no disagreement 
with him on that score), then the logical 
conchision 1s that is not the movements 
that nced guidance mos but those clubs 
in which the Jewish content is nil, or 


nearly nil, and those youths who are 
organised in no club or movement at all, 
irdly, mere are points of principle 
involved. What are Jewish values. 
spirtual or otherwise ? Is it less Jewish 
to teach our children to love their people 
all over the world, to feel themselves part 
and parce! of the spirit that built and 
builds up Israel, to teach them Hebrew 
and Hebrew culture—less Jewish than to 
let them play billiards and dance the 
boogie-woogic, even if an “ injection’ 
of an hour a week or sO is added ? 
social club providing sports and dancing 
and a “ Zionist lecture ” and imroducing 
imto our youth the abysmal emptiness 
and aupidity of present-day culture (and 
is proud of #, too, because “that is 
what they want” ') is, indeed, a case 
of the blind leading the blind. But to 
apply the epithe: to Chalutzim is wrong, 
because is precisely they who know 
where they are’ going, and how to set 
abouk it. having behind them the experi- 
ence of 40 years of Zionist work in 
resemt-day conditions. The results may 
seen on any map of Israc!. 

It is the task of religious leaders to 
provide rechgious guidance to the com- 
munky and #s youth; that is obvious. 
Such a guidance has, of course, to be 
on a vo.untary basis, and cannot be 
euher enforced or proscribed by any 
organisation Bui. such guidance does 
not in itself answer the problem. The 
problem is one of giving organic Jewish 
coment, in play and work, to clubs and 
to organise the youth that are “left to 
themselves.” In this task the chalutzim 
can and should co-operate. 10 teach the 
blind to see.. They know where they are 
going. and can help to imbue others with 
some of ther own spirit.

MACHMANSHIP ” 


Plea on Behalf of Scientists

It is 
significamt «hat there is no J.P.A. sub- 
committee for teachers—is K because 
teachers are among the most underpaid 
therefore, of insul- 
hcrem communal standing ? 

The same tendencies can be observed 
mo! generally’ in communal affairs. 
There is, of course, a natural tendency 
for fund-raising organisations to be 
dominated by business people who 
presumably have more of both time and 
money than folks m humbiler walks of 
lie. There is a tendency, however, not 
entirely desirable, for both “ business 
men” and the “ independent  profes- 
sions (© dominate almost all social 
and cultural associations... The medical 
profession has been rather out of things 
since the advent of the National Heakh 


Service, but the excessively prominent 
position of members of ¢ law and 
accountancy. professions is, I submit, 
undesirable, alihough there are many 
worthy and admirable persons among 
them. OF course, lawyers and accoun- 


tamts can aflord toO.maintain a 
Orthodoxy and to close their offices at 
2.30 p.m. every winter Friday and on 
ali Yom Tovim. Thew position of trust 
with the business community, backbone 
of the “ Gabbai's box, and the obvious 
advantages of daily professional comacts, 
give them fivaniages denied to other 
professions. 

May I put in a plea for a. generally

higher ne in the community for 
those engage in teaching and in 
scientific work. We never hear of a 
Jewish Scientists’ Committee of the 
J.P.A in fact, Jewish scientists are 
most clusive personnel, being confined

FOR ISRAEL

am glad that Dr. Judah J. Slotki 

(in your October 19 issuc) agrees with 
the main points that | made in my pre- 
vious letter on this subject. I should not, 
a wish to prolong this corres- 
pond@nce, were it not for a misunder- 
standing that has apparently arisen on 
his part regarding the question of the 
use of feminine numerals on which I took 
him up. 
He writes that he “ cannot understand 
why shetem esreh when used with perahim 
(an indisputably masculine noun) is pre- 
ferable to shenem asar,”’ adding that, in 
any case, the feminine is here hardly 
shorter than the masculine. I agree on 
both counts; my apparent failure to make 
this clear was due to my—lI hope, sir, 
praiseworthy—desire to keep my letter as 
short as possible. 

Obviously, a masculine noun musi have 
a masculine numeral! and a feminine noun 
a feminine numeral. Ambiguity only 
arises where there is no noun at al! 
Bus numbers are a case point: 
mispar hamesh is surely just as good as 
autobus mispar hamishah, since there is 
here no noun of either gender, expressed 
or implied, for the numeral to agree with 
In such a case, I submit, the numeral 
can be regarded as having no particula: 
gender, and either form of it can be 
used. Since the feminine form is, in 
veneral, shorter than the masculine, it is 
reasonable to pick on it and use if con 
sistemntly, even for those numbers wher: 
ii happens not to be the shorter. | 
believe that some such reasoning (prob 
ably unconscious) has been at the root 
of this particular development tn Hebrew 
speech, but of course | cannot be sure 
ot this. 

It should now be clear that the excux 
which | advanced for this particular ux 
of the feminine numeral was not intended 
to apply to any extension of the practic 
to cases where there is a masculine noun 
expressed or impbled, which requires thie 
numeral to agree with it. Ht Was not my 
impression that any Isracli moderaicly 
well-educated in Hebrew would be guilty 
of such howlers as shetem esreh perahim, 
but Dr. Slotki has been im Israci more 
recemtly, | think, than | have and may 
well be right about this. I hope. with 
respect, that he is wrong! In any cas, 
thrs is the kind of thing that the Hebrew 
Academy may very probably be abic to 
control, at least to a considerable extent.

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ISRAEL’S FOOD CRISIS 


To the Editor of Tue JewtsH CHRONICLE 


Six. —Your issue of September 14 has 
only just reached me, and in view of the 
ceriousness of the food situation in Israel, 
| wish to make a few comments on the 


report headed “ Causes of Israel's Food 


risis. 

: While not in the slightest degree dis- 
puting the correctness of the statements 
made by your worthy correspondent, 
and being without any desire to enter 
into a theoretical discussion on the use- 
fulness of the kibbutz economy, it should 
be emphasised that these settlements 
which refuse to employ outside labour 
and to bring their products to town have 
absorbed less than 4 per cent of the 
population of Israel, though they have 
heen established at tremendous cost by 
‘he much-despised Jewish bourgeoisie, of 
whom those who now live in Isracl have 
nabing to eat. Some of these Socialist 
«itements which were going to bring us 
‘he millennium have occasionally been 
-harged with, and fined for, black-market 
activities. 

As to the figures given by your corre- 
.pondent, there is no doubt that they 
are correct—theoretically. While we are 
cold that we get grammes of 
meat, poukry, butter, sugar, oils, milk, 


etc., your correspondent omits to state 
how many wecks during that period under 
review we get none of these or of any 
other commodity. 

It is a deplorable fact that in a country 
whose avowed aim is to bring about 
“ Socialism in our days,” only those who 
own dollars, sterling, and Swiss francs 
are allowed to enjoy the good things of 
life. Im my pre-Isracl days whenever | 
read of large quantities of food bein 
destroyed in order to keep up prices, 
felt that in a Jewish State such a practice 
would be quite out of the question. But 
whereas Jerusalemites and other “ ites ” 
gasp for a tomato or an onion, it is a 
punishable offence for anyone to 
“ smuggle “ a kilo of tomatoes or onions 
or sk eggs from “ Kibbutz Hasear- 
Toeleth * to Jerusalem, though quantities 
of these and other commodities are being 
dumped in the ground elsewhere in the 
country. 

Finally, in order to encourage the 
receipt of free food parcels from abroad, 
the Government of Israel have just 
announced an increase of duty on such 
parcels... and £1 for cach kilo of coffee 
they contain.

THE YOUTH MOVEMENTS 
United Synagogue’s Work 


To the Editor of THe Jewisu Curonicie 
From Mr. C. J. GOODMAN 


Sin,—May correct an  crroneous 
mpression conveyed by Mr. Finklesitone 
in his article (in vour October 26 issuc) 
“ The Youth Movements”? In his refer- 
ence to religious educational work in 
clubs, your contributor mentions the 
appointment of Club Ministerial Officers, 
and makes the suggestion that the Unied 
Synagogue and other synagogue organi- 
sations might take a greater inicrest 
and share in this work. This gives quite 
a false picture of the position. 

The rehgious educational work in clubs 
of the AJ.Y. is organised under the 
guidance of the Religious Advisory Com- 
mittee, which ts composed of important 
personalities representing most of the 
major synagogue groups in this country 
and 1s a cross-section of every shade of 
rehgious opimon. Each of these repre- 
sentative bodies contributes financially 
towards the maintenance of this work as 
well as to the post of the Religious Direc- 
tor who ts the officer of the committee. 

Club Ministerial Officers serve the ind- 
vidual clubs to which they are appointed 
and in almost every case,these appoint. 
ments are made by the United Syvnagoguc 
Welfare Committee in conjunction with 
the AJ.Y. Of the 23 Minsterial Officers 
now engaged in religious educational work 
in clubs, 21 receive honoraria generously 
provided by the United Synagogue Welfare 
Committee, and it is of great interest to 
poimt out that this item alone amounts to 
more than £2,000 per annum in the 
budget of the United Synagogue.

Herring Salad. Cut into dice 2 soused 
or marinated herrings and mix with a 
small grated onion, a tablespoonful of 
diced beetroot, and 2 tablespoonfuls of 
diced apple.

Apple Soup. Sicve + pt. of slightly 
sweetened apple — and add to 2 pts.

JEWRY’S HISTORICAL 
DEVELOPMENT 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


An address by Mr. C. Roth on the 
period from Ezra and Nehemiah (ca. 
450 ace.) to the fall of Jerusalem 
(70 c.e.) was the first of the new course 
on Jewish history, organised by the 
Educational Department of the Federa- 
tion of Women Zionists of Great Britain 
and Ireland, at 107, Gloucester Place, 
W.1, on Tuesday. Mrs. E. Frankel pre- 


Si 

The speaker said that that period was 
one of the most momentous in Jewish 
history. Jews ceased to be biblical 
Israelites and became Jews in the modern 
sense, keenly attached to every facet of 
Jewish national life. The Peniateuchal 
religion developed into Talmudical 
Judaism. That transformation made it 
possible for Jewry to survive and cven 
to restart the violently interrupted stor 
of their settlement in their ancient land. 

The great change, he continued, came 
about mainly through the development of 
educaiion. The synagogue became the 
centre of construction and the rabbis 
replaced the priests and Levites. 

During that period, by skilful warfare 
and rm Remedy Jews gradually re-estab- 
lished their political hegemony over 
almost the whole of Palestine. The 
number of Jews outside Palestine 
increased tremendously by natural expan- 
sion and by large-scale conversions to 
Judaism.

Noah and the Ark, and | 

thought that we might spend a 
chort time on the story of the Flood 
and the legends concerning that 
incident. 

We should begin with the birth of 
Noah, When he was born, legend tells 
us. he was the loveliest child that had 
ever been seen. His skin was white 
as the snow, his cheeks red as the 
rose. his hair long and curly, and his 
eves shone so brightly that the whole 
house seemed to be filled with hight. 

His father, Lamech, was overjoyed 
with the pretty babe and ran to tell 
the grandfather, Methuselah, that he 
looked dike an angel, Methuselah was 
delighted with. the little one and 
promised that, in due time, he would 
educate him and bring him up tn the 
teal of God, . 

Keeping his word, Methuselah 
instructed young Noah, who grew to 
manhood following the .ways of his 
grandfather, while other men 
only followed their wicked desires.

A great problem was the provision 
of sufficient food to last the animals 
for a year and of sufficient space to 
accommodate them. indeed, one 
animal, the Réem, was so big that 
Noah could not find room for it. He 
had to tie the monster behind the ark 
and let it float. 

When Noah and his family and all 
the animals were safely in, a great 
storm arose, the earth shook, the sun 
was hidden, lightning flashed, and the 
thunder boomed. Bot the sinful 
people did not heed these signs.

The story of Susanna and the Elders, 
as told in the Apocrypha, has become 
legend; and the name of Susanna, like 
tha of Godiva of Coventry many cen- 
turies later, has become synonymous 
with virtue and modesty.

PALESTINE JEWS

British Major Accused 

A British miajor was alleged at a 
court martial at Chilwell, Notts, on 
Tuesday, to have told a Special Investi- 
gation Branch officer of his part in 
gun-running plots in Palestine in 1948. 

officer, Major Ralph Herbert 
Thomas Newman, a regular soldier of the 
R.A.O.C., was found guilty of scandalous 
conduct unbecoming the character of an 
officer and a gentleman in that at Dews- 
bury, Yorks, on February 28, 1949, he 
received £16,000 or thereabouts as part 
of the proceeds received by him and others 
for the sale of arms and ammunition stolen 
from No. 614 Ammunition Ordnance 
Depot, R.A.O.C., in Palestine, in May, 
1948. He pleaded not guilty. The finding 
of the court 1s subject to confirmation. 


Contract with Arabs 


Major R.*C. Limbert, of the Special 
Investigation Branch, read out a jong 
Siatement which he said Newman made. 
The statement described a mecting in 
Palestine, in February, 1948, with Colonel 
T. G. Gore, who discussed with him the 
possibility of selling arms and ammunition

League and the C.-in-<C. of the Palestine 
Arab Forces who agreed to pay £E.250,000 
lor arms and ammunition to be delivered 
within cight days.

REPORT ON NIGHT 
BAKING 


Effect on Jewish 
Community 


The report has been published of the 
Committee on Night Baking, appointed 
by the Minister of Labour and National 
Service to consider the desirability of 
abolishing or limiting the practice of 
night baking. 

Representations received by the Com- 
mittee on behalf of the London Jewish 
Master Bakers’ Protection Society, which 
were endorsed by the Chief Rabbi, are 
mentioned in the Report. The Society, 
states the Report, drew attention to the 
Mosaic Law prohibiting manual labour 
of any kind on the Jewish Sabbath and 
on certain Holy-days and Festivals. 

The Society, the Report added, there- 
fore asked that night baking should be 
allowed for Jewish bakers as from Thurs- 
day night in preparation for the Sabbath 
and on Saturday night at the close of the 
Sabbath. and similarly oh the nights 
before and after Holy-days. The London 
Jewish Bakers’ Trade Union told the 
Committee that they stood for the aboli- 
tion of night baking 

he Report states that the Commitice 
had come to the conclusion that a restric- 
tion of night baking was desirable and 
feasible. The Committee recommends 
that legislation should be adopied requir- 
ing each baking establishment to choose 
between total abolition of night work 
and the introduction of a system of 
alternating or rotating shifts. The Report 
adds that an establishment should be 
allowed to employ men outside the per- 
mitted hours one night per week to mect 
the requiremenis of the week-end trade 
or the Jewish Sabbath.

JEWISH TAILORS IN U,S.A., 
Union Membership Decline 
By a Jewisu Curoniclte Reporter 


Mr. A. R. Rollin, the former Secretary 
of the London No. 2 Branch of the 
National Union of Tailors and Garment 
Workers, has returned from a four-month 
visit to the U.S.A. 

In an address on his impressions, at 
a meeting arranged jointly by the Lon- 
don branch of the Yivo and the Associa- 
tion of Jewish Writers and Journalists, 
held at Barclay House, London, N.W.. 
on Sunday, Mr. Rollin said that the 
powerful tailoring unions in America, 
although still jed by such old stalwarts 
as Mr. David Dubinsky and Mr. Jacob 
Podofsky, had ceased to be so much 
Jewish in their membership composition 
as they were a generation ago. The 
children of. Jewish tailors had gone into 
the liberal professions and business, and 
had been replaced largely by Italians and 
Puertoricans, in an industry that was 
once 80 per cent Jewish. 

Mr. Rollin said that thanks to the 
cultural activities of the Landsmanshaften, 
and particularly the fraternal societies, 
Yiddish was still a living force in 
America. and thousands of children in 
most of the Jewish schools learned the 
language. together wih Hebrew. The 
four Yiddish dailies had a joint circula- 
tion of 250.000 copies.

Cinema 
DAVID AND BATHSHEBA , 


There is, in this world of unbelief and 
irreligion, everything to be said for using 
popular methods for restauag the truths 
and moral precepts of the Bible. 
cimema, comparatively new and brash 
medium that it is, is not, therefore, to 
be despised on this account. _Like the 
newer radio, it is finmiy fined in the 
ordinary people's affections, and thus 
possesses great potentialities for the con- 
veying of messages and thoughts. We 
must get away from ihe false idea that 
the Bible is too “sacred”: for such 
animated pictorial (reaiment (we are too 
used by now to the printed word to have 
qualms abouw us influence, although 
medieval history teaches us how difficuit 
was the fight to get the Bible transiaied 
into the vernacular). 

But the question sull remains: 
should the cinema treai the Bible ? The 
recent production of “Samson and 
Delilah.” flamboyam and un-Bibdilical, 
was an example of how not to do i, 
if Biblical truth was to prevail above 
box-office. Now, 20th-Cenmury-Fox give 
us “David and Bathshebda,” a more 
thorny proposition, based as it is on the 
question of aduliery and David's further 
sin in encompassing the death of Uriah 
the Hittite, Bathshcba’s husband. This 
picture—and it is inevitable at the present
